Background 


On June 24, 1980, Declaratory Resolution No. R-80-06-18 was introduced in City 
Council requesting designation of the property located at 1111 East Wallace 
Street (Ed and Mary Karns) as an "urban development area" for purposes of tax 
abatement. The Resolution was referred to the Regulations Committee. In accord¬ 
ance with Resolution No. 80-79, the Declaratory Resolution was then referred 
to the Redevelopment Commission for public hearing and recommendation. 


Action 


The Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission conducted the public hearing on August 
11, 19.80.. No one spoke in opposition to the abatement request. 


Recommendation 


Following the public hearing, the Redevelopment Commission, at their Regular 
Meeting on August 11, 1980 did adopt the attached Resolution No. 80-54 recommend¬ 
ing to the Common Council a "Do Pass" to your Declaratory Resolution designating;: 

Lot 9 Hanna-Creighton Sub., Sec. 2, located and commonly known as: 

1111 East Wallace Street 

Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana 46803 

as an "urban development area" for purposes of I.C.6-1.1-12.1, as enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of Indiana. 


Rationale 


The Redevelopment Commission staff reviewed the aforementioned Application and 
found that: 

The owners have just completed construction of a 6,200 square foot building at 
a cost of $170,000 to house the offices and warehouses of their fctrm implement 
wholesale and distribution business. They currently employ 5 persons and permanent 
financing is in place. 

It was the opinion of the Commission that the property at 1111 East Wallace Street 
qualifies as an "urban development area" in view of the fact that the proposal 
meets many of the objectives of the Redevelopment Commission, as stated in Res¬ 
olution No. 78-5 authorizing implementation of procedures with regard to Public 
Law No. 69, as amended.
